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The  red  ink  mafks    in  the   catalogue  belong  to  the  ne«r  ar-

The  charactors  followinn  those  mai^ks  are   a  subst.it ate   for  the

As  the  books   in   each 

section  are   divided  into   four   classes   according  to   their   size, 

and  as  these   signs   are   all   that   show   in  which  of  the  four 

places  a  book    is,    it    is   as  necessary   to   copy  or  romentoer  them 

rif^t   as  it   is   to  know  the  class  ma^-k.        Any  mistake   will  po;-il 
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the  findinn  of  the  book.      T^'    is   of  no  use   to  look   for  a     — 
bork  among  the        volumes.        When  possible   ^ho   lar,n;G  books   are 
put   inriediately  under   tlio  smaller  books   of     ho   sarao  subject- 
division.        The  shelves  will  not   always  allow  this,    and  th'i 
folios   or    quartos   of  a   class  miy  be  sometimes   found   a  little 
before  or  a  little   after     he  other  books   of  the  class,      but 
never   far  off. 

When  the  proper  section  is   reached,   the  book  wanted  will 
be   found  in  that  part   of  the  section   in  which  its  author's 
name  falls   alphabetically.   Abbot,    for   instance,    at    the  beginn- 
ing, Uason  in  the  middle,   Weston  near  the  end.        Tbe  charac- 
ters after   the  size-qark  show  its  exact  position;   Hxamc '  s 
England,   for   inatance,   besides  the   class  mark  SE  has  the 
author  mark  H88,    and  would  come  after  a  history   by  Hubbard, 
whose   author-mark   is  HS6.        (Por  more  details,    see  pp.2/-2S.) 


B.    TO  Pr:D  THS  BOOKS  i'll   ANY  SUBJECT. 

The  sole  object   of  the  subject- arrangement   of  books   on 
the  shelf   ia  to  enable    inquirers  to  find  readily  what   the 
Library   contains    on  a  given  topic.        To   save  then  the  trouble 
of  htjnting  through   a  needlessly  largo   number   of  books  the  sub- 
division  is  made    as  minute   as    circumstances  v^ill    allo'y.        Any 
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difficulties  which  the   inquirer  might  have   from  not   knowing 
what   section  of  the   classification  contains  the  matter  he  is 
in  search  of  will   be   in  larfje  part   removed  by  an  alphabetical 
subject-index  now  in  preparation,   v^rhich  will   show  at   once  the 
class-mark  of  any   subject,    and,    in   combination  with  the  Local 
index,    will  guide   the   inquirer  directly   to   the   spot  where 
books   on  his   topic  are  placed. 
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EXPLAlIATIOli   OF   'niE  ICEW  SYSTEM 
OP  MARKING  BOOKS. 


As  some  persons  havo  shown  a  desire  to  know  mor-;  about 
the  new  way   of  niamborinr;  than  was   strictly  neceosary   for  gett- 
ing the  books,    I  have  prepared  a  brief  explanation  of  the  most 
prominent  points,    in  order  to  answer  at   once  many   questions; 
but   it    is  not  necessary  to  remoiriber  or  even  to  iindcrstand  this 
explanation  in  order  to  use  tii  o  library. 

REASONS   FOR  UAKlllG  THE   CHAIIGE. 

The  cheater  part   of  lii  e  sViclvcs  having  become   inconveni- 
ently   full,    some   of  thsia  bearing  double   and  some   triple  rows 
of  books,    and  a  ne^*  room  having  been  shelved  with  a  capacity 
for   50,000  volumes,    it  became  necessary  to   rearrange   the  whole 
library.        That  implies  putting  new  place  marks   on  the  cata- 
logues,   a   vork  whicli,    as   it   reqioires  "the  greatest   care   to 
avoid  errors    (for  a  book  mismarked  is  praotioally  a  book  lost!^ 
would   certainly  take  a  lonn  time   and  be  expensive.  And  yet 

there   is  not   lh e    consolation  of  feelinR  that  what   in  done   is 
to  be   of  pomianent   value.        Our  past    experience   shOTs  that   it 
would  all  have  to  be   done   over  aftain  rrit.hin  a  dozen  years, 
when,   with  a  larrrer  library,    tlie  task  would  be  still  more 
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Qxrenslvo.        It    is  therefore  plainly   cxpedinnt   to   abandon  -he 
antif(uatod  system  \7hich  makes  this  dncGnnial  change   of  shelf 
marks  necessary,    find  to   adopt    a  method  which  will   allow  the 
books  to  be  moved  hereafter,   whenever  necessary,   witliout  any 
change   of  tho  meirko   on  the  catr'.lof;:ucn.        This    can  be  effected 
by  making  the  book-ni.7nbers   indicate  not    a  given   alcove  and 
shelf,    bnt   a  givon   class  and  sub-class,    and,    if  necessary, 
sub-class;    so  that   a  book-nnmbor  once    correctly   assigned  will 
remair  tmchanged  forever,    although  the  place   of  th  g  book  be 
changed  a  hundred  tiraes;    and,    consequently,   the   cost    and  loss 
of  time   and  liability   to  mistakes   inherent    in    the  other  plan, 
^illt  be  done  away  ^ith  :\t  once.        jPor   instance,    it    is  j-lain 
that   a  History  of  En,";land  should  always  have   thn  class-number 
assicTied  to  Enn;lish  histories    (BE),    no  mat-er    in  what  part   of 
the  building  tliat   class  may  bo  placed.        And  any  number   of  new 
works  may  come   into  that    class,   yet    its   subject-number   or 
letter  will  be  unaltered. 

The  old  method  may  be   compared  to    -he   line   in   the  direct- 
ory which  states  that   a  man  lives   at   li39   Grace   Street;      tlie 
method  proposed  may  be   compared  to  the  anny  rcrister,   which 
says  that  he  is   captain  of  Company   C,    5th  Rociment,   M.V.M. 
Let  the  repiment   be  marked  all   over  the  country,    yet   the 
soldier   is   easily  found  by  his  poaiticr    in    it.        If     he

citizen  movos  to  a   new  street,    a  ncT  directory    is  needed,    but 
the  anny  register   does  not    have  to  be  altered  whcncvc!^  the 
regiment    is   quartered  in   a  different   to^m.        Siniilarly,    books 
may  be   found  by   their  position   in   a  certain    clar:s,    thour;h  the 
class    itself  be   transfei'ved  from  one   alcove  to   another,    or 
from  one   building  to   another. 

A  second  improvement   was  mach  needed.        In  the  old   uystcn 
books  are  marked  merely  to  alcove   and  shelf,    ar.   insufficient 
practice,    to  be  found   in  hartlly  any  other   librai^y   of   import- 
ance  in  the  country.        When  one  had  reached  the  rig?it    shelf, 
one  was   far  from  having  found  one's  book.        it   was  still 
necessary  to  hunt    it  up,    by   its  title,    among  the  often  badly 
lettered  k  volimes,    on    t.he   often  ill^-lightod  shelf.        In   ih  q 
new  system,    every  book  has   a  definite  place   in   its  section, 
and  the  mark  which  determines  that  place   is   lef:;ibly  stamped 
On  the  back.        Thus,    as   in   other  American  libraries,   every 
volume  hasi  its  own  mark,    shared  with  no  other  volume,    its 
proper  name,   by  which  it   is   absolutely   identified,    and  by 
which  it   can  be   quickly   an-;  safely   described   in   any  of  the 
operations  of  library  mana'^emcnt, 

CLASSES. 
The  books  are  to  be   arranged  in   classes;    each   class   bcin^ 
divided,    and  each  divisio^^  sxibdivided,    as  much  as  may  bo   found 
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convenient.        The  first   nine   classes   arc   dcsicnated  by   the 
figures   1   to   9,    and  the  remaining   classes  by   the   letters   A   ^o 
Z    (omittinf^  0),    stamped   in  ^old-loaf  upon  the   lovror  part   of 
the  backs   of    -.lie   bookn.        The  divisions   of   each  class   are 
noted  in   a  similar  way  by   adding  to  the  class  mark   a  figure, 
or,    when  tti  e  nine  figiu'ea   ar  i    exiiausted,    a   letter.        Thus  the 
divisions  of  the    class  9  are   01,    92,    93,    94,    95,    9o,    97,    98, 
99,    9A,    $B,    $C,    and  so  or.  to   9X,    OY,    9Z;    after  which   corncs 
the  next    class.   A,    with  its  divisions  Al,    A2,    etc.        So  V 
(literature),   has  vm'ious  divisions,    as  \T.   (the  literature  of 
Knrjland),   V?   (the  literature  of  Franco),   VG    (ih  e  literattiro 
of  Germany),   "VTI   (ho  literature  of  Holland),    and  so  on.        If 
the   subdivision   is   carried  farther   in  lii e   division  English 

literature,    the  general  trorks    (\^)    come   first,    and  are   f oD  lo* 
ed  by  various   subdivisions  indicated  by    adding  a   '.hird  letter, 
as  VBA,   Bnglish  wit    and  humor,   VED,   English  drama,   VEF,   Eng- 
lish fiction,   Vl^P,   English  poetry.        French  or   any  other 
literature  would  be  similarly  divided.
